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THE  SPONSORS 


When  Tooth  and  Co.  announced  their  sponsorship  of 
Newcastle  KB  United  it  marked  an  historical  association  for 
Northern  sport  and  the  large  brewing  group. 

Not  only  was  the  $100,000  plus  sponsorship  the  largest 
single  investment  in  Northern  sport,  it  was  also  a  “first”  for 
Tooths. 

While  Tooths  have  had  a  long  and  happy  record  of 
financing  and  promoting  Australian  sport  from  swimming 
to  sailing,  rowing  to  athletics,  never  before  had  the  company 
put  its  name  to  the  sponsorship  of  a  single  club. 

As  marketing  manager  Michael  Nash  later  said,  the 
company  had  considered  soccer  for  a  long  time  but  was 
waiting  for  the  right  opportunity.  Newcastle  presented  that 
opportunity. 

Soccer  is  a  growth  sport  that  has  strong  roots  in  the 
sporting  history  of  Newcastle  and  the  Northern  NSW  region. 
This  factor  was  outlined  in  Newcastle’s  application  to  Tooths 
and  it  was  partly  responsible  for  the  company  deciding  to 
back  United. 

With  the  KB  emblem  incorporrated  in  the  club  name 
Newcastle  will  show  that  they  are  prepared  to  give  their 
sponsors  value  for  their  support. 

Not  only  will  a  second  club  strip  be  made  up  in  the  gold, 
black  and  red  colours  of  KB  but  the  club  and  the  sponsor 
will  pioneer  a  coaching  and  soccer  promotion  campain 
throughout  Northern  NSW  such  has  never  been  experienced 
before. 

With  the  assistance  of  English  international  guest  player 
Bobby  Charlton,  Newcastle  and  KB  will  take  the  soccer 
gospel  to  country  areas.  Part  of  this  promotion  includes  the 
running  of  an  amateur  knockout  tournament  in  the  northern 
rivers  region. 

The  final  of  the  tournament  will  be  the  curtain-raiser 
to  a  full  PSL  fixture  between  Newcastle  KB  United  and  a 
Brisbane  club.  The  match  will  take  place  in  Lismore  and 
could  be  the  biggest  sporting  event  promoted  in  the  town. 

With  the  help  of  Tooth  and  Co.  Newcastle  are  pursuing 
the  ASF  policy  of  making  1978  “Promotion  Year”  and 
part  of  the  campaign  means  taking  top  soccer  to  the  country. 

Australian  soccer  fans  will  be  hearing  a  lot  of  Newcastle 
and  KB  because  both  club  and  sponsor  plan  to  make 
Newcastle  KB  United  the  side  to  watch  in  the  PSL. 


Philips,  the  world-wide  electrical  goods  manufacturers, 
is  not  a  name  that  is  new  to  soccer. 

For  many  years  Philips  has  been  associated  with  soccer  in 
the  many  places  the  world’s  greatest  football  code  is  played. 

When  history  is  made  in  soccer,  Philips  are  present.  The 
next  time  you  are  watching  a  major  football  attraction 
telecast  from  any  part  of  the  world,  take  a  look  at  the 
advertising  hoardings;  one  name  is  sure  to  be  prominent,  and 
that  is  Philips. 

Those  rare  moments  in  soccer  history  that  are  talked  about 
for  years  after  help  make  the  game  great.  Almost  without 
exception,  Philips  were  there  when  those  feats  were 
performed. 

In  the  baking  heat  of  a  Mexico  stadium  in  1970  reigning 
World  champions  England  lined  up  against  Brazil  in  a  quarter¬ 
final  of  the  World  Cup  championships.  It  shaped  as  a  classic 
encounter,  many  said  it  should  have  been  the  final  -  the 
champions  versus  the  claimants  to  the  title. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  moments  from  the  match 
was  captured  on  film  by  camera  crews  and  the  scores  of 
photographers  and  goes  down  in  the  annals  of  soccer  history. 
It  was  Gordon  Banks’  desperate  diving  save  that  finger-tipped 
Pele’s  majestic  header  at  the  left  post  on  the  half  volley 
beyond  the  upright.  The  photos  tell  it  all  -  Pele  in  suspended 
flight,  Banks  with  every  tendon  desperately  straining  and  the 
ball  deflecting  wide.  And  there,  ever  present  in  a  prominent 
position  behind  that  left  upright,  the  advertising  hoarding  of 
Philips  -  international  supporters  of  football. 

Last  year  Philips  made  a  grand  appearance  on  the 
Australian  scene  with  their  sponsorship  of  the  Philips  Soccer 
League  of  Australia  -  the  country’s  first  nation-wide  football 
competition. 

The  Philips  sponsorship  helped  convey  the  14  league  teams 
a  grand  total  of  163,520  miles.  With  a  minimum  travelling 
party  of  16  people  the  great  grand  total  of  miles  travelled 
by  PSL  footballers  in  1977  was  2,616,320. 

This  year,  with  the  expansion  of  the  Philips  Cup  knock-out 
tournament  to  admit  teams  from  the  State  leagues,  Philips 
involvement  will  be  even  greater. 

March  5  represents  the  start  of  Newcastle  KB  United’s 
association  with  Philips.  With  their  first  match  against  the 
PSL  champions,  Newcastle  are  hoping  it  will  be  a  long  and 
happy  association.

ALAN  VEST  Age  37  Manager-coach 

A  former  professional  player  in  England,  Vest  moved  into 
coaching  at  an  early  age.  He  migrated  to  New  Zealand  where 
he  played  for  Gisborne  City  in  the  National  League  and 
later  captained  New  Zealand  in  the  World  Cup.  His  coaching 
record  in  NZ  attracted  offers  from  Western  Australia  and 
after  moving  west  he  established  a  record  envied  through 
Australia.  After  missing  the  Australian  national  coaching  job 
in  a  controversial  election,  he  returned  to  coach  Rochdale  in 
England.  His  return  to  Australia  provides  Newcastle  and 
Northern  NSW  with  one  of  the  best  coaches  in  the  country. 

FRANK  CAMPBELL  Age  43  Trainer  Coach 

A  qualified  expert  in  the  treatment  of  injuries,  Campbell  is 
a  product  of  the  English  Football  Association  training  scheme. 
He  is  a  former  professional  player  and  his  skills  as  a  physio¬ 
therapist  provides  United  with  a  great  asset.  He  spent  the 
last  eight  years  as  trainer-coach  with  Rochdale  and  Oldham 
Athletic. 

BILL  AMEY  Age  23  Midfielder 

After  joining  Southend  United  as  an  apprentice  straight  from 
school,  Amey  played  professional  football  in  the  Combination 
League.  He  joined  Christchurch  United  in  New  Zealand  and 
rapidly  won  his  way  into  the  NZ  World  Cup  side. 

RAY  BAARTZ  Age  30  Midfielder 

Rated  one  of  the  greatest  players  ever  to  come  from  Newcastle, 
Baartz  played  48  internationals  for  Australia  before  his  career 
was  interrupted  by  a  severe  injury  on  the  eve  of  the  World  Cup 
Finals  in  1974.  He  served  an  apprenticeship  with  Col  Curran 
at  Manchester  United.  On  returning  to  Australia  he  was 
transferred  from  Adamstown  to  Hakoah  from  where  he  was 
selected  for  the  national  side.  His  return  as  a  player  and 
team  administrator  marks  one  of  the  greatest  comebacks  in 
Australian  soccer  history. 

KEN  BODEN  Age  27  Striker 

A  striker  with  a  reputation  of  scoring  plenty  of  goals.  Ken 
Boden  has  had  a  wealth  of  experience  in  English  professional 
football.  He  was  with  professional  club  Doncaster  Rovers 
last  season. 

OSSIE  BELLAMY  Age  25  Goalkeeper 

One  of  the  most  experienced  ‘keepers  in  Newcastle  soccer, 
Bellamy  was  secured  from  1977  premiers  Weston.  He 
represented  Northern  NSW  in  New  Zealand  in  1977.  His 
ability  to  play  as  a  striker  if  required  makes  him  a  valuable 
asset. 

SLAV  CATALOVSKI  Age  23  Striker 

One  of  the  most  skilful  players  in  Northern  Soccer,  Catalovski 
comes  from  the  Austral  United  Club.  Has  represented 
Northern  NSW  and  scored  in  his  last  appearance  against  the 
touring  Tottenham  Hotspur  side  in  1976. 


ROY  DRINKWATER  Age  25  Defender 

Drinkwater  was  an  apprentice  professional  with  Manchester 
United  and  later  played  league  football  with  Crewe  Alexandra. 

He  joined  Christchurch  United  in  the  New  Zealand  national 
league  and  led  them  to  two  championships.  Voted  NZ  player 
of  the  year  in  1975  he  joined  Brisbane  Lions  last  year  and 
played  in  the  Philips  League  inaugral  season. 

NEIL  ENDACOTT  Age  1 8  Midfielder  or  striker 

A  former  team-mate  of  Hardes  at  school  and  Wallsend, 
Endacott  improved  his  football  with  Hardes  at  the  Heart  of 
Midlothian  Club  in  Scotland.  Showed  outstanding  form  in 
the  1977  Youth  National  Tournament.  With  great  all-round 
skills  he  rates  as  a  top  prospect. 

MICHAEL  GALPIN  Age  20  Any  position  on  right  side. 

Played  full  time  professional  for  three  years  for  Bournemouth 
straight  from  school:  Presently  playing  for  Dorchester  Town 
in  the  Southern  League  in  England.  A  very  fast  talented  player 
who  plays  all  positions  on  the  right  side  from  full  back  to  wing. 

LLOYD  HARDES  Age  20  Midfielder  or  striker 

An  exciting  product  from  the  Wallsend  Club,  Hardes  joined 
Western  Suburbs  (Sydney)  straight  from  school  and  had  an 
outstanding  season  in  the  Philips  League.  A  member  of  two 
Tasman  Cup  winning  sides,  Hardes’  return  to  his  hometown 
marks  a  great  gain  for  Newcastle  United. 

PETER  KAY  Age  21  Striker 

As  a  Youth  player  Peter  Kay  played  with  Rotherham  United. 
He  has  spent  the  last  two  seasons  playing  non-league  football 
and  featured  in  a  Wembley  Cup  final  with  his  non-league  Club 
last  year. 

CRAIG  MASON  Age  21  Midfielder 

Mason  joined  Arsenal  straight  from  school  as  an  apprentice 
and  then  signed  for  Sheffield  Wednesday.  He  was  playing 
non-league  football  when  approached  by  Vest  to  come  to 
Australia. 

JOHN  SNEDDON  Age  24  Central  defender 

Captain  of  the  1977  Northern  NSW  representative  side, 
Sneddon  was  secured  from  the  West  Wallsend  Club  where  he 
was  also  skipper.  Winner  of  the  Newcastle  Sun-Qantas  player 
of  the  year  in  1977,  he  has  been  playing  senior  football  since 
he  was  1 5 . 

BILL  SUMMERSCALES  Age  28  Central  defender 

Summerscales  has  been  a  full-time  professional  all  his  career 
with  250  league  games  with  English  Clubs  Rochdale  and  Port 
Vale.  He  was  captain  at  Port  Vale  when  the  club  won 
promotion  under  manager  Gordon  Lee,  the  present  boss  of 
high-flying  Everton.  Summerscales  has  just  completed  a  degree 
course  in  business  studies.

JOHN  B.  TURNBULL  Age  27  Striker 

Turnbull  arrived  at  United  via  Northern  Federation  clubs 
West  Wallsend  and  Weston.  A  prolific  scorer  with  Weston 
last  season  he  is  known  for  his  deadly  left  foot  shot  and  his 
ability  in  the  air. 

DAVID  WELLS  Age  16  Defender 

Spotted  by  Alan  Vest  while  playing  for  Northern  NSW  as  a 
striker  in  the  1977  Youth  tournament,  Wells  is  a  regular 
reserve  grade  defender  with  Highfields  Azzurri.  Vest  rates 
him  as  a  player  of  the  future  and  his  joining  Newcastle 
United  is  the  first  move  in  the  club’s  projected  apprentice¬ 
ship  scheme. 

PETER  WILLIS  Age  20  Defender 

Willis  represented  yorkshire  Schoolboys  and  was  a  trialist 
for  the  England  Schoolboys.  He  joined  Leeds  United  as  an 
apprentice  professional  straight  from  school  and  was  soon 
signing  full  time  professional  forms  for  the  famous  first 
division  club.  He  was  playing  regularly  with  Leeds’  Central 
League  side  when  approached  to  come  to  Australia  by 
Newcastle  United’s  coach  Alan  Vest.

Baartz  wearing  the  blue  of  Hakoah  during  his  playing  days  with 
the  Sydney  Club.

A  soccer  dictionary 

Centre— to  pass  the  ball  from  a  wide  position  on  the  field 
into  the  penalty  area. 

Charge— pushing  the  opponent  off  balance  legally  by  shoulder 
to  shoulder  contact. 

Clear— a  throw  or  kick  by  the  goalkeeper  or  a  kick  by  the 
defender  in  an  attempt  to  get  the  ball  away  from  the  goal 
area. 

Cross— same  type  of  pass  as  centre. 

Defender— primarily  a  defensive  player  who  assists  the 
goalkeeper  in  protecting  the  goal. 

Dribble— a  way  of  advancing  the  ball  past  defenders  by  a  series 
of  short  taps  with  one  or  both  feet. 

Forward— primarily  an  attacking  player  whose  responsibility 
is  to  create  and  score  goals. 

Goalkeeper— the  last  line  of  defence.  The  only  player  who  can 
use  his  hands  within  the  field  of  play.  He  is  limited  to  using 
his  hands  only  within  the  penalty  area. 

Half-Volley— kicking  the  ball  just  as  it  is  rebounding  off  the 
ground. 

Hands— illegal  act  of  intentionally  touching  the  ball  with  the 
hands  or  arms. 

Heading— a  method  of  scoring,  passing  and  controlling  the  ball 
by  making  contact  with  the  head. 

Linkman— another  name  for  midfielder. 

Lob— a  high,  soft  kick  taken  on  the  volley,  lifting  the  ball 
over  the  heads  of  the  opponents. 

Marking— guarding  an  opponent. 

Midfielder— is  both  an  offensive  and  defensive  player  who  is 
primarily  responsible  for  linking  the  forwards  and  defenders. 
Obstructing— preventing  the  opponent  from  going  around 
a  player  by  standing  in  his  path. 

Overlap— the  attacking  play  of  a  defender  going  down  the 
touchline  past  his  own  winger. 

Pitch— another  name  for  the  field  of  play. 

Save— the  goalkeeper  stopping  an  attempted  goal  by  catching 
or  deflecting  the  ball  away  from  the  goal. 

Screen— retaining  possession  and  protecting  the  ball  by  keeping 
your  body  between  the  ball  and  opponent. 

Sliding  Tackle— attempting  to  take  the  ball  away  from  the 
opponent  by  sliding  on  the  ground. 

Striker-a  central  forward  position  in  the  team  with  a  major 
responsibility  for  scoring  goals. 

Sweeper— a  defender  who  roams  either  in  front  of  or  behind 
the  defender  line  to  pick  up  stray  passes. 

Tackling— attempting  or  taking  the  ball  away  from  an 
opponent  when  both  players  are  playing  the  ball  with  their 
feet. 

Trap— controlling  a  ball  passed  close  to  the  player  by  means 
of  the  feet,  thighs  or  chest. 

Volley— kicking  the  ball  while  it  is  in  flight. 

Wall  Pass— a  pass  to  a  teammate  followed  by  a  first  time 
return  pass  on  the  other  side  of  the  opponent  (give  and  go). 
Wing— an  area  of  the  field  near  the  touchline.

NEWCASTLE  WELCOMES 
THE  CHAMPIONS 

There  could  be  few  more  honourable  ways  to  enter  the  Philips 
Soccer  League  than  by  playing  the  champions  in  the  first  match 
of  the  season. 

By  luck  of  the  draw  Newcastle  KB  United,  newcomers  to  the 
PSL,  are  pitted  against  the  1977  and  inaugural-year  champions 
Eastern  Suburbs-Hakoah. 

In  1977  Easts  established  themselves  as  the  best  side  in  Australia 
by  winning  the  first  PSL  championship  after  a  close  late-season 
tussle  with  Marconi.  With  a  talented  unit  of  players,  Easts  settled 
down  to  the  task  of  winning  the  title.  Their  aim  was  achieved  with 
13  wins,  1 1  draws  and  only  two  defeats.  There  was  nothing  chancey 
about  the  success.  They  topped  the  league  scoring  with  a  total 
of  52  goals  and  conceded  only  28. 

Terry  Smith,  who  is  in  the  squad  to  play  Newcastle,  was  the 
league’s  second  highest  scorer  with  14  goals.  He  trailed  Adelaide 
City’s  Dixie  Deans  who  bagged  16. 

Easts  formidable  record  includes  having  never  been  beaten  in 
PSL  matches  away  from  home.  Their  two  losses  last  season  were 
both  at  home. 

Newcastle  United  has  an  affinity  with  Eastern  Suburbs  -  Hakoah 
that  should  develop  into  a  healthy  rivalry  on  the  field  and  a  friendly 
and  co-operative  association  at  administrative  and  social  levels. 

Ray  Baartz,  now  on  the  United  staff,  played  much  of  his  senior 
football  between  1967  and  1974  with  Hakoah  after  moving  to 
Sydney  from  Newcastle.  It  was  from  Hakoah  s  ranks  that  Ray 
first  gained  national  selection  and  it  was  with  Easts  that  he  went 
on  to  make  48  international  appearances  for  Australia. 

This  year,  in  recognition  to  his  services  to  Easts  and  Australia, 
Hakoah  granted  Ray  Baartz  a  free  transfer  to  Newcastle  United. 
This  gesture  promoted  Newcastle  chairman  Max  Talbot  to  say: 
“That  is  just  one  of  the  reasons  why  Eastern  Suburbs  -  Hakoah 
are  at  the  top  on  the  Australian  soccer  scene.” 

With  coach  Gerry  Chaldi  again  at  the  helm,  Easts  have  retained 
most  of  last  year’s  winning  squad  to  present  another  strong  challenge 
for  the  title.

BILL  AMEY,  Newcastle  KB  United  midfielder.  With  the 
determination  to  win  a  ball  from  defence  and  the  ability  to 
knock  them  in  at  the  other  end,  Amey  covers  a  lot  of  ground 
and  often  plays  key  roles  in  set  play  situations.

Likes  to  find  space  to 
attack  the  goal  and  has  plenty  of  skills  to  beat  defenders. 
Has  the  ability  to  turn  a  game  in  a  matter  of  moments. 

MIKE  GALPIN,  Newcastle  KB  United  utility  player. 
Prefers  midfield  or  the  right  side  of  the  park  but  has  the 
ability  to  fit  in  anywhere.  A  rugged  all-rounder  with  a  non¬ 
stop  attitude  that  helps  win  matches.

NEWCASTLE  FOOTBALL  CLUB 
-  1927  VINTAGE 

Newcastle  United  is  not  the  first  Australian  soccer  club 
to  carry  the  name  of  the  Northern  NSW  city. 

During  the  1920s  a  club,  with  its  home  base  at  Mitchell 
Park,  Merewether  played  under  the  name  of  Newcastle  Football 
Club  in  a  league  known  then  as  the  Association. 

It  was  the  only  inner-city  club  in  those  days  with  nearest 
rivals  being  Adamstown  and  most  other  sides  based  in  the 
coal  mining  areas  of  Wallsend,  West  Wallsend  and  the  Hunter 
Valley. 

Pictured  is  the  1927  Newcastle  FC  side  which  included 
J.  Webster,  H.  Reid,  L.  Hindley,  R.  McClymont,  S.  Fleetwood, 
J.  Robertson,  R.  McGill,  W.  Blair,  W.  Morgan,  T.  Hoyle  and 
J.  Bennett.  J.  H.  Harris  was  the  manager  and  Andy  Frew  was 
the  trainer. 

The  side  wore  a  strip  of  black  shorts  and  white  jerseys,  and 
despite  failing  to  draw  a  great  deal  of  support  from  a  strong 
rugby  league  area,  enjoyed  a  measure  of  success. 

Unfortunately,  when  the  above  photograph  was  taken, 
the  players  and  management  did  not  realise  that  the  club 
was  in  its  final  years.  With  the  worldwide  Great  Depression 
hitting  in  1928,  Newcastle  FC,  along  with  scores  of  other 
sporting  clubs  quietly  folded. 

It  must  give  great  heart  to  those  who  remember  the  first 
Newcastle  FC  to  see  the  city’s  proud  soccer  name  resurrected 
to  play  in  the  Philips  League.

Mr.  Jeffrey  Green  of  Kotara,  currently  pursuing  his  arts 
degree  at  the  Newcastle  University  should  prove  to  be  a 
valuable  asset  as  the  club  treasurer.

Older  followers  of  the  code  will  need  no  introduction  to 
Alf  Quill.  He  regularly  attends  meetings  and  his  contribution 
to  the  administration  stems  from  his  wealth  of  knowledge  and 
experience  gleaned  from  many  years  of  association  with  the 
game  at  all  levels.

THE  SHOOTOUT 

What  in  the  name  of  fortune  is  a  shootout? 

Our  new  revised  version  of  soccer  terminology  tells  us 
that  a  shootout  is'  an  idea  that  crept  into  soccer  from  that 
new  football  frontier,  the  USA. 

Apparently  the  Americans  like  to  see  a  result  at  sports 
events;  a  draw  is  just  not  good  enough.  As  many  soccer 
matches  often  end  in  a  tied  result,  the  Americans  devised  an 
idea  to  overcome  the  problem.  In  true  Wild  West  style  they 
labelled  it  The  Shootout. 

If  a  North  American  Soccer  League  game  is  tied  at  the  end 
of  extra  time,  the  shootout  is  brought  into  effect. 

Newcastle  United’s  first  match-day  events  include  a 
shootout  competition  between  junior  players. 

It  involves  a  one-on-one  situation  between  the  goalkeeper 
and  an  attacking  player.  The  attacking  player  will  start  with 
the  ball  on  a  35-yard  line  and  he  must  take  his  shot  within 
five  seconds.  The  goalkeeper  has  no  movement  restrictions 
within  the  five  second  period. 

In  a  team  situation  the  visiting  side  kicks  first  with  each 
side  making  five  alternate  attempts.  If  no  advantage  is  achieved 
after  five,  the  teams  shall  continue  to  take  alternate  kicks 
until  one  has  scored  more  than  the  other  after  an  equal 
number  of  attempts. 

Only  players  in  the  game  at  the  end  of  the  overtime  period 
are  allowed  to  take  part  in  the  shootout  and  no  player  can 
have  a  second  attempt  until  all  other  team-mates  have  had  one 
attempt,  i.e.  they  do  not  have  to  kick  in  the  same  rotation. 
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NEWCASTLE  KB  UNITED 
-  ON  THE  PATH  TO 
SOCCER  HISTORY 

The  formation  of  Newcastle  United  Soccer  Club  and  the 
events  that  led  up  the  the  team’s  first  Philips  League  match 
must  have  established  a  record  for  Australian  soccer. 

The  bewildering  speed  with  which  United  developed  from 
the  drawing  board  stage  to  be  established  as  a  professionally- 
managed  football  unit  was  little  short  of  astounding. 

In  the  space  of  a  few  hectic  months  Newcastle  United 
graduated  from  the  collective  thoughts  of  a  few  officials  to  the 
reality  of  joining  the  soccer  elite  in  the  Philips  Soccer  League 
of  Australia. 

The  wheels  of  the  Newcastle  PSL  challenge  were  first 
thrown  into  gear  by  a  steering  committee  formed  with  the 
support  of  the  Northern  N.S.W.  Soccer  Federation. 

From  the  groundwork  laid  down  by  the  steering  committee, 
Ray  Baartz,  businessman  and  soccer  international  approached 
several  people  to  help  formulate  a  plan  for  the  first  director¬ 
ship  of  the  club. 

Directors  chosen 

On  August  1 ,  1977,  at  a  meeting  convened  by  the  Northern 
N.S.W.  Federation,  Newcastle  Soccer  Club  was  formed. 

Mr.  Max  Talbot  a  former  secretary  of  the  Northern 
Federation  and  a  former  member  of  the  Australian  Soccer 
Federation  executive,  was  elected  as  chairman.  Newcastle 
solicitors  George  Sanders  and  Paul  Trisley  were  appointed 
as  treasurer  and  secretary  respectively. 

Other  board  members  were  Northern  N.S.W.  Federation 
representatives  Don  Jones  and  Harley  Dixon.  Dr.  Alan  Hoyle, 
the  president  of  the  Newcastle  International  Sports  Centre 
Trust  was  also  elected  to  the  board.  Mr.  Richard  Puxty  was 
later  elected  as  a  seventh  director. 

Alan  Vest  was  appointed  manager-coach  and  Ray  Baartz 
team  officer. 

A  campaign  to  gain  admission  to  the  League  was  launched 
and  on  November  21,  1977,  with  the  support  of  a  detailed 
application  and  a  strong  publicity  drive,  the  top  brass  of 
Australian  soccer  gave  Newcastle  the  green  light. 

Talent  Search 

The  late  admission  date  left  United  desperately  short  of 
time  to  prepare  for  the  1978  season.  With  only  three  months 
left  to  the  March  5  kick-off  date  the  club  was  left  with  the 
task  of  gathering  and  forming  a  side  from  scratch  worthy 
to  represent  the  North  in  the  Australia-wide  League. 

There  was  little  time  for  Christmas  celebrations  for  Alan 
Vest  as  he  rapidly  assembled  his  troops.  In  quick  succession 
names  began  to  appear  on  contracts  -  Summerscales,  Boden, 
Hardes,  Sneddon,  Kay,  Catalovski  -  until,  on  January  10, 
1978,  the  squad  assembled  for  the  first  time. 


Meanwhile,  other  parts  of  the  picture  were  being  painted 
in.  A  competition  run  by  the  Newcastle  Morning  Herald 
to  “name  the  club”  decided  that  it  would  be  Newcastle 
United.  Another  Herald  reader  also  won  a  prize  for  his 
design  of  the  club’s  badge  incorporating  the  city  crest  with 
a  soccer  motif.  The  city’s  colours  of  emerald  and  cinnamon 
were  adopted  by  the  club  and  a  playing  strip  was  designed 
with  the  assistance  of  Umbro  International. 

Sponsorship 

One  of  the  most  important  “behind  the  scenes”  battles 
was  the  quest  for  a  suitable  sponsor  for  Newcastle  United. 
Sponsorship  was  sought  to  assist  with  the  fantastic  costs 
of  operating  a  professional  football  club. 

On  February  8,  Tooth  and  Co.  Ltd.  made  sporting  history 
with  the  announcement  of  a  three-year  sponsorship  deal 
worth  over  8100,000.  It  stands  as  the  highest  sponsorship 
in  Northern  sporting  history  and  represents  a  tremendous 
show  of  faith  by  a  major  commercial  concern  in  United’s 
future. 

And  so,  like  a  number  of  overseas  soccer  teams,  Newcastle 
incorporated  the  sponsor’s  name  in  the  club  title  to  become 
Newcastle  KB  United. 

This  year  sees  Newcastle’s  first  foray  into  the  national 
sporting  arena.  It  will  be  an  important  year  for  the  North 
and  will  mark  Newcastle  KB  United’s  first  step  on  what 
should  be  a  glorious  path  into  soccer  history.
